But. contrary to popular belief, the 
I keel* rot iou of Independence wus not 
signed on July 4. 1776. 
As a matter of 
fact, the last signature wns not ap- 
pended until five years later, in 1781. 
Thomas McKean, a mem lier from Del­ 
aware. w ho had been present on July 
4. 177*1, but “absent with the army at 
the general subscription of said Instru­ 
ment.” applied f.it permission to sign. 
An act wa* then passed jwrmlttlng him 
to affix his signature, aud “he added 
thcr«*tn Hie date of such subscription.** 
Another delegate. Matthew Thornton 
of New Hniu|Mihire. who had been 
present at neither the rending on July 
4 nor at the laier date of general aub- 
scrlptlon. presented his credential* on 
N o t. 4. 1776, and 
s r i permitted to 
sign. 
It was the first reading of the Dee- 
larHtlon of Independence that occurred 
on July 4. and the tentative draft pre- 1 
sen ted by the committee previously ap­ 
pointed to draw up such n document 
wa* approved by all the members pres­ 
ent. 
No resolution was passed until 
July IO, when It was “Resolved. That 
the declaration passed on the 41 ii he 
fairly engrossed on parchment, with 
the title, etc., and tlint the same, when 
engrossed, be signed by every member 
of congress.” 
Tw o weeks later, tho 
engrossing having been dilly accom­ 
plished. the mein ber* of congress then 
present signed IL 
Another fact In connection with the 
Declaration of Independence which we 
venerate Is that it is neither the first 
nor tho only Declaration of Independ­ 
ence from the nile of Great Britain 
that was made In her North American 
colonies. 
More than a year Ix’fnre Hie framing 
of the document which we cherish, on 
May 20, 1775, a convention was held 
at Charlotte, N. 
and an instrument 
declaring freedom from the nile of 
Great Britain was drawn up and sign­ 
ed. This was the famous Mecklenburg 
declaration, the original of which wa* 
unfortunately destroyed by fire In 1800. 
It wa* reconstructed from memory, 
and this “copy" is still preserved. 
But even before this the colonies 
wrote a Declaration of Independence. 
The patriots of Harford county, Md., 
gathered themselves together at Har­ 
ford Town. which Is now called Bush. 
on March 22, 1775. 
On the same dnv 
they prepared and signed a Declara­ 
tion of Independence, probably the first 
one ever made by the colonies or nny 
part of them, In formal, written form.
